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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 8 are allowed 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, Ganeshmoorthy et al (US 6,392,599 Bl) discloses a planar antenna 
assembly supported on a substrate, the antenna comprising a monopole element; at least one 
grounded parasitic element located proximate the monopole element, wherein each grounded 
parasitic element is groimded to a planar ground plane and incorporates a conductive profile 
shaped so that the separation between the parasitic element and the monopole element varies 
along the length of the parasitic element. Ganeshmoorthy, however, fails to specifically teach 
the configuration wherein the monopole element and the grounded parasitic element are both 
extending from the substrate. 

Claims 2-18 are allowed for depending on claim 1,
